order for the republicans to tnm this 
majority they mnst make gains of twen- 
ty-two members. 


Seventeen states elected

State officers other than gov- 
ernors were at the same time elected in 
seven states—Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, 
Missouri, New York, North Carolina 
and Ohio.

This result is as unexpected, as it is 
inexplicable, to fair minds, who look for 
substantial and sufficient reasons, in the 
result of a popular election, working 
political revolution. 
Professed demo 
crats have been the main instruments 
in the undoing of the great work done 
two years ago. 


Before th? election the question was 
raised and publicly discussed, as to 
Captain White's eligibility to a seat 
in congress. 
It was alleged, on appar- 
ently strong and sufficient evidence, 
that 
he 
is 
not 
a 
citizen 
of 
the 
United 
States, 
never 
having 
legally perfected his naturalization as a 
citizen. 
To this allegation, Captain 
White responded, not by the production 
of legal evidence of his naturalization 
and citizenship, but by published cards 
and placards of his own, and a lawyer's 
card, signed by some dozen lawyers, his 
avowed supporters, asserting that he is a 
citizen and eligible to a seat in congress. 
More than this. Captain White, at 
public meeting on Saturday night last, 
in a public speech, received by his 
friends with loud and confiding ap- 
plause, after re-iterating in the most 
positive terms, that he is a citizen of the 
United States and had "the papers" to 
prove ii;, closed his speech, substantially, 
if not literally, in these words: 
" I am 
a citizen of the United States, and eligi- 
ble to a seat in congress. 
Give me your 
votes, on the second day of November, 
and <tn the "id 
day of 
November 
I will produce the papers to prove my 
citizenship." 


The 2d and .Hd days of November have 
passed. 
Captain White has the votes to 
elect him to congress, if eligible. 
The 
proof of citizenship is not yet made pub- 
lic. 
He can have no further excuse for 
concealing or witholding "his papers." 
Let him now, or at least at the proposed 
ratification meeting of Friday night, 
produce the evidence of his citizenship 
and save all further question as to his 
rights. 
Let him show by competent 
evidence that he has been a citizen of 
the United States for seven years, as the 
constitution require. 


T H E SENTINETI would regret to believe 
that Captain White has been playing a 
game of duplicity with the people who 
voted for him, in a matter so deeply af- 
fecting the public interest and his own 
reputation. 


He undoubtedly received many votes, 
on the strength of his own assertion of 
his citizenship. 
But neither popular 
votes, 
nor 
popular 
clamor, 
nor 
the 
shifting 
breath 
of 
popular 
favor or applause, can make Captain 
White a member of congress, unless the 
constitution and laws of the United 
States make him such. 
By them must 
his claim be tested. 
Let him now, as a 
man of truth and honor, a law abiding 
citizen, if such he be, fulfill his solemn 
promise to the people and produce the 
evidence of his citizenship and right to 
a seat in congress. 
The public mind is 
waiting and watching for "the papers," 
and "the proof."

In winter the ponds yield a 
crop of ice, which is readily disposed of 
at a fair price. 
Where their services 
are not required to turn a mill, they at 
least serve as watering places for the 
cattle, and where they are situated near 
a village or hamlet they even feed the 
hand-engine in case of fire. Where 
these ponds are made the land taken 
for the purpose generally is unsuited 
for other purposes.

THE NEMESIS WHICH 
FOLLOWED 
ITS PROPRIETOR'S PURPOSES» 


How the Bequests of the MllUonwIre- 


Dry Goods Prince Have Been Diverted 
From Their Orig^lnsl Purpose»—What. 
Mrs. Stewart's Death Recalls. 


The grave which covers the late Mre. A , T. 
Stewart hides from view the only object; 
which kept the name of the great millionaire» 
merchant prince from being forgotten. A.. 
T. Stewart died April 10,1876. 
It had beem 
his ambition throngh life to leave certain', 
monuments that would perpetuate his namec 
in lieu of the heii-s with which he was unpro- 
vided. 
And these monuments 
should be 
live 
institutions that would grow on the-

foundations 
he had provided, and 
thrive on the

would 
infuse into them 
With 
this, 
view the shrewd and heartless Mttle mani

affection in those left to preserve it. A name 
to bo revered in the memory of man must 
have attached to it a good record, ottierwise • 
no amount of marble, or ironj,or stone can i 
perpetuate it.

to his marble mansion to die. 


The house has always had the appearance 
of a prison, with watchmen as sentinels parad- 
ing through the interior night and day to

WASHINGTON GLADDEN. 


Portrait and Sketch of the Preacher- 
Reformer. 


Rev. Washington Gladden is a man who 
appears to have struck the golden mean be- 
tween long-haired crankiness and conserva- 
tism. 
It might be proper to say of him that 
he is a consei-vative reformer. 


His wi-itiiigs are familiarly known through- 
out the country. But his portrait is not. Few 
have seen it. It is with pleasure therefore 
that we place it before our readers this week. 
The face and head seem that of the ideal re- 
former. 
His face and slightly tumed-up 
nose bespeak good humor and wit. | 


GEN. ALBERT PIKE, 


Grand Commander Southern Jurisdiction 
Scottish Rite Masonry. ' 


A royal old man is Gen. Albert Pike, of 
Washington—truly a Homeric man. He is 77 
years old, but his form is erect and com 
manding, full of vigor and manly grace. He 
is one of the few aged men in whose appear- 
ance there is nothing pahifully suggestive of 
physical decay. 
His face is ruddy and un 
wrinkled, and his voice and his hand clasp 
are full and strong. 


STEWAKT'S MARBLB PALACE. 


So Stewart, besides founding the greatest dry 
goo^ls establishments this continent ever saw, 
connoctod his name with other institutions 
on no less grand a scale. 
He controlled the 
carpet mills of the country a t the time of his 
drath. 
He owned t w o of the fine.st hotels, 
the Grand Union a t Saratoga and the Metro- 
politan, of New York. 
Three New York 
theatj'os wero among his ixwsessions, while 
his niai-lile palace on Fifth 
avenue was 
adorned with treasures from every 
land. 
He had about completed a colossal hotel for 
working girls, with the purpose of providing 
them wilh the maximum of comfort a t the 
minimum of cost. 


He founded Garden City on the ^ a c i o u s 
plains of Long Island, an extensive monu- 
ment to his memory, he thought, in perma- 
nent real estate. 
The fortunate inhabitants 
of this favored Garden City should also pos- 
se.ss his remains, to honor as long as the $2,- 
000,0(X) monument in the shape of a cathedral 
should cover the ghoul proof vault in which 
they were to repose. 
Nemesis seems to have 
swooped down on the plans of Stewart, 
and they remain only as a striking example 
of how the purpo.ses of man "gang aftaglee." 
His great wholesale dry goofls houst^ is now an 
office building and likely to fall into the 
hands of the city. 
His retail house, which 
covered a block is now cut up into many 
small stores with a multiplicity of ownei-s. 
The control of his immense mills is divided 
among rival manufacturers. 
The hotel and 
theatres passed immfidiately to other pro- 
prietoi-s. 
U is rumored 
that his marble 
palace was out of the posses.'-ion of his wife 
for some years before her dciixtli and that it 
will shortly be opened as a club 
house. 
His house for working girls was not allowed 
to fulfill the purpose of its designer. 
Garden 
City exists as a deserted village. 
Only the 
grand cathedral tomb remains, and that as a 
monument to the holloWnessof human hopes, 
for it covers an empty tomb. 
The only way 
in which t his cathedral could likely be di- 
verted from the use for which itw,as intended 
was by preventing the remains from being in- 
terred there, and thi.s was the very thing 
that did occur. 
A. T. Stewart's body was 
stolen from the temporary vault in which fi 
tney rested on the 6th of November, 1878, and 
none outside of the few ghouls who carried 
them away know what has beconip of them, 
though it is supposed they consunied them 
with quicklime to destroy all evidence of 
their crime. 


W h y there remained no affection for A. T. 
Stewart was duo to the old man's hardness of 
heart. 
An incident which well illtistratesthis 
was told the writer many years ago by the 
daughter of one of the victims of 
thi« 
trait of Stewart's. 
Her father owned a 
small marble quarry in Westx-hester coun- 
ty, 
N. Y. 
When 
Stewart 
was 
about 
to build his marble palace he solicited esti- 
mates from numerous quarrj'men for the 
stone. 
Her father was unfortunately the 
lowest bidder, and made a contract with 
Stewart to supply the marble for the build- 
ing. 
This was a t a time when labor w m 
cheap. 
The war came, and quadrupled the 
prices paid labor. 
The poor quarryman soon 
found that ifc would involve all of his earn- 
ings for years to fill even a portion of the coTa> 
tract, so he appealed to Stewart, who wiw. 


REV. WASHINGTON GLADDEN. 


Washington Gladden is of New England 
anre.st!-3'. 
His father was a school teacher 
in Massa'-husftts, and very strict and puri- 
tanical. 
He removed to Potts county, Pa., 
and there Washington was born in February, 
18:56. The boy bad no advantages, as the 
world would look at it; he had every ad- 
vantage in the true, large way of looking a t 
things. 
He had health, a strong, lively 
brain, and a sjjirit full of hope and ambition. 
He had, too, the priceless endowment of that 
sunny goorl humor which will carry its pos- 
sessor over all the rough places in life as on 
wings. 


Besides his poverty, ho was very early left 
fatherless. 
There seemed noi)ody to help 
him. 
His mother rcmovtxl to a farm near 
Oswego, N. Y., .soon after his father s death. 
The boy did f a n n work in .summer and wont 
to the public school in winter. 
]\Iany of the 
tMist and greatest men of America t«ok their 
rise in just that way, as barefoot farm lads. 


OKN. PIKK. 


Though his name a t once calls up recollec- 
tions of the south and the southeni Confed 
eracy, Gen. Pike was born in the north 
Rather oddly, he was bom in Boston. He at- 
' tended Harvai'd college a while, but did not 
j imbibe New England doctrines to any great 
extent, as the sequel shows. 
After leaving 
Harvard he became a school teacher. 


In 1831 he drifted to the southwest, full of 
the spirit of youthful adventure. 
He went 
with an exploring expedition to the Brazos 
and Red rivers, and remained in Santa Fe 
year. 
He finally settled down as a lawyer in 
I.ittle Rock, Ark. 


But he did not stay settloil. 
Wherever 
there were stirring scenes of fight or adven 
turo they calkd to Alljert Pike's restless soul 
and he ol<oyo(l the summt)ns. 
He served as a 
private in the Mexican war. 
When the civU 
war broke out he took up arms inipotnously 
Í for the southern cause. 
His gn•ate^t service 
J was in i»a<-itying the Indians 
along the 
south\vest4;rn 
frontier, and keeping 
them 
friendly to the Confederacy. His name is best 
• known to tiie north in connect ion with the 
battle of i'ea Ridge, 
(ion. Pike hud organ- 
; ized an army of Cherokee-s, and with them 
fought this battle. 
It was a severo fight, and 
¡ a long one. 
Indians and negroes, if not the 
I gods, took part in f)ur great war. 
i 
Gen. Pike has been lawyer, soldier, editor 
' and school teaciier, and thron^li all these oc- 
• cupations, through all his life, he has been " 
! poet and literary man. Among his poems 
' his "Hymns to the Gods" are best known. He 
, was a contributor to the old Knickerbocker 
i magazine. 
Tliat was a time when some of 
! the best literary talent that ha.s ever been d e 


j velojM'd in .America was a< tive. 
j 
The bravo old man's name comes up at 
' pre.sent in connect ion u itli the meetiiig in 
j Washington of the Soutlyrn 
.)iiri.sdiction 
j Scottish tlite Masiiury. 
This i,s the highest 
I degree, the thirty-thinl, att.iined l>y ¡\ía.sonry 
and (TOII.

GLADDEN'S CHURCH. 


From tlie farm young Gladden 
gravitated 
to the newspaper ofllco. 
When only IS years 
old he was a reporter on The Oswego Gazette. 
But it occurred to him here tliata young man 
who h;id a figure to cut in the woi ld nee(Jed 
•more education than he had, as far as he had 
got. He l)egan to i)i-opare himself for college, 
tiiereforo, sjiending his spare time and money 
fr)r this pTirj>ose. If the j'oung men and girls 
w h o nnist tiurn out early to work for their 
living knew how much thfty could learn just 
by staying at home evenings and putting an 
hour or t w o of spare time into intellectual 
work, ^-drawing, music, languages, 
mathe- 
iiaa.tic»s or science, there would be far more 
succ€issrul people, and they 
would 
spring 
from t he ranks of workingmen and women 
as they ought to. 


GJarl den continued his studies, and entered 
WUlin nis coilegc, Mass. That was the college

lieautiful church it is, too, and his congrega- 
tion is made up of the most cultivated people 
in the city. 
Let us hope that things will not 
be too fine and easy with him, le.st he forget 
somewhat the struggling mas-ses for whom 
his tongue and pen have ever worked so 
bravely.
